Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — My 5-year-oM daughter recently 
‘ painted" the plastic front on my clock-radio with nail 
polish I would like to know if there is there is any way 
of getting this off without ruining the plastic — L D 
DEAR L D. — After I was oot able to learn anything 
definite about removing nail polish from plastic, I did a 
bit of experimeating myself. I found a piece of plastic 
that I thought would be about the weight of the plastic 
front on your radio. I tried using the obvious — nail 
polish remover — on it. I applied this with a cotton 
tipped stick and only on the places that had polish. It did 
remove it all but left the finish dull. On such a small 
piece, one could go over the entire piece with the 
remover so the finish would be the same, even if dull. 
I tried using several things to restore some luster to 
the finish. Liquid car wax did the most for it. This was 
far from a perfect job, but was certainly an improve­ 
ment over red spots scattered about. I think anything 
strong enough to remove nail polish is going to remove 
the gloss with the polish. Test on an inconspicious spot.

I re-use this sheet to 
clean the lint out It serves double duty — MRS N H S. 
DEAR POLLY — After my full size zippered box spring 
cover wore out. I discovered that a fitted sheet put on upside 
down over the spring is less work and less expensive The bot­ 
tom and sides of the box spring are covered with the sheet and 
the top is covered with the innerspring m attress This works
